poverty rate of Black persons younger than 18, 1989, in the same 200 
cities; (4) number cf poor and poverty rate of Hispanic persons 
younger than 18, 1989, in the same 200 cities; (5) number of poor and 
poverty rate of Asian persons and Native American persons younger 
than 18, 1989, in the same 200 cities; (6) related children under 18 
(number of poor and poverty rate in 1979 and 1989) in the 100 cities 
with the largest populations in 1980; and (7) the 89 counties with 
higher child poverty rates in 1989 than the poorest city (Detroit, 
MI) .
